Witnesses Tell of 
Finding Gallon 


Jug of Whiskey in Rooms of 


Defendant Week'Ago. 


The jury in the ease of the state 


against John Vanatta, ehanred with 
the illegal possesion of liquor, was 
still out at four o'clock tliis after- 
noon and a disagreement seemed 
likely. 
The case was given to the 


jury at two-fiften o'clock. 


Vanatta was arrested last Satur- 


day following disclosures made .the 
Wednesday proceeding when the po- 
lice raided rooms of Newton and Ed 
•Casey over Roth's pool room. 
In 


Vannttn's rooms, adjoinig those of 
the Caseys, a gallon jug two-thirds 
full of whiskey was found. 
TJie 


evidence was completed before noon 
and the arguments heard this after- 
noon. 


Charles Frank, agent for two ex 


press companies, was the first wit- 
ness for tile state. He told of nu- 
merous shipments to Vanatta. Me 
stated that the packages weighing 
twelve and fifteen pounds were de- 
livered to th$ Vanatta rooms and 
also that Vanatta called for some of, 
the packages. It was brought 
out 


on cross-examination that as far as 
Frank knew the room occupied by 
Vanatta, over the Roth pool room, 
were Vanatta's home. 


Chief Rosecrance told of the raid 


on the rooms of Newton Casey and 
of Vanatta. It was in this raid that 
the gallon jug, two-thirds full 
of 


whiskey, was found and which was 
introduced in evidence to the jury. 
Cl.ief Hosencrance stated that there 
wr.s more or less traffic up and down 
the stairs, but was unable to state 
whether the traffic led to I lie Ca*e.\ 
room-? or to the Vanatta appartmcnt. 


Chief Rosencranee stated that he 


iliad known Vanatta for about two 
years and that in this time he had 
no regular occupation, although he 
understood that he was a common 
gambler. He told of the time Newt 
Casey was serving a sentence in jail 
and declared 
that traffic up and 


down the stairs continued just the 
same. On cross-examination it was 
stated that Eddie Case}', son of 
Newt Casey, occupied 
the 
rooms 


during the time his father was in 
jail. Chief Rosencrance also stated 
he liad seen several men coming 
from the Vanatta rooms. 


Marion Finney, -driver for an ex 


press company, also testified for the 
state. He told of •delivering pack- 
ages to the Vanatta room. He stated 
that he never had witnessed any men 
drinking in the room. He estimated 
that he took twenty packages there 
in the last sixty days, but admitted 
that this was only a -guess on his 
port. 


M. A7. Spivey, B. F. Miller 
and 


Thomas M. Green testified as 
to 


Vr.natta's occupation. 
Mr. Spivey, 


stated that be knew very little about 
him and as far as he knew • Vanatta 
was not- jemployed. B. F. Miller 
did jriot ev«n know Vanatta.

<Jreen stated that Vanatta was not 
employed and had the reputation of 
bejng a gambler. 


Tlie defense introduced only-ont 


witness, that feeing August Roth pro- 
prietor of the pool room and renter 
of tlie room occupied by Vanatta. 
He testified that Vanatta -was em- 
ployed, toy him in his pool room at a 
salary of $5 -a. weel^ and 4iat he^ was 
given his room rent free.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 17.—If a 


road is kept dry in winter, road 
specialists in the Department 
of 


Agriculture says cold weather will 
do it little or no harm. A'dry road 
will not "heave," as it is called. 
Rock, gravel, sand even clay con- 
tract slightly on freezing. 
Water, 


expands when it freezes and a wet 
road will burst in cold weather just 
as a water pipe or pitcher .will burst 
when the water is allowed to freeze. 


To keep roads in good condition 


through the winter, the first essen- 
tial is to see that drainage is good. 
All ditches must be opened, accumu- 
lations of weeds and grass removed, 
and the surface gone over to smooth 
out possible water holes. This work 
should be done early in the 
fall 


while the ground is still dry and 
hard. 


After fall rains begin an earth or 


gravel road should be filled. 


Whenever a thaw is anticipated 


the cross drains and side ditches 
should be opened. If the 
road is 


softened, the drag should be used 
and tue slush and melting snow re- 
moved.
